Meanwhile  I was  under  the  preach- 
intr  of  William  R.  Williams  of  New  York 
City.  New  Orleans  became  my  home  in 
1847 : where  I attended  and  * joined  later 
the  First  Church,  of  which  I.  T.  Hinton  was 
pastor  till  his  death  of  yellow  fever.  Chas. 
A.  Raymond  , was  his  successor,  and,  of 
course,  my  pastor. 

October,  1847,  I was  baptized  into  the  fel- 
lowship of  the.  Richland  Baptist  Church, 
Holmes  county,  this  State,  by  J.  K.  Clinton 
in  Big  Black  river;  removing  my  member- 
ship *to  First  Churclr.  Sew  Orleans,  in  the 
spring  of  1848,  and  there  began  my  Sunday 
School  work  as  Assistant  Librarian. 
Brother  Raymond  was  truly  my  first  pastor 
— only  one  of  his  sermons'  made  a lasting 
impression  upon  me,  though  I revered  him 
highly. 

Next  came  F.  G.  Freeman,  with  differ- 
ences: followed  by  Leonard  Fletcher  and 
cause  men  to  repent  calamity.  During  those  periods  I.  was  ab- 
such  preaching  as  that  Hent  ^rom  ,be  e‘t.v  nionths  at  a time,  without 

a home.  For  nearly  a year,  1851,  I was  in 
Marion.

Later  the  Co]., 
isscum  Church  was  constituted  therefrom 
and  William  C.  Duncan  was  chosen  as  its 
first  pastor;  L.  A.  Duncan  clerk. 

During  the  war  I located  in  Meridian. 
My  first  pastor  was  J.  B.  Ilamberlin,  then 
J.  L.  Lloyd.  Theo.  Whitfield,  Columbus 
Smith  and  C.  M.  Gordon.  Lessons  learned 
were  bs  follows: 

Pastoral  visitation  is  indispensable. 
Preaching  from  the  pulpit  alone  restricts 
the  gospel.  , 

Sunday  Schools  are  of  the  highest  im- 
portance. 

I am  responsible  for  the  gift  within  me. 
This  is  individualism  and  cannot  be  ov- 
erlooked. 

Absolute  dependence  on  prayer  to  God.

In  1877  I united  in  the  constitution  of 
the  church  at  Scranton,  in  this  State,  and 
was  again  with  Brother  J.  B.  Ilamberlin 
as  pastor.  The  spring  following  found  me 
in  Memphis.  Tenn.,  a member  of  the  Cen- 
tral Church,  of  which  Dr.  Landrum  was 
pastor,  who  had  me  appointed  Assistant 
Superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School.  It- 
was  the  year  of  the  terrible  epidemic.  That 
was  a twelve  months  of  lessons.  Being  se- 
lected as  Secretary  of  the  Ministerial  Edu- 
cation Society  of  the  State.  I moved  to 
Jackson,  and  came  under  the  pastorate  of 
Dr.  Hendricson  for  some  months.  My 
health  being  restored,  I returned  to  my 
Mississippi  home  in  July,  1879;  attending 
the  ministry  of  Pastor  Bozeman,  of  the 
First  Church,  and  serving  as  Superinten- 
dent of  the  Sunday  School,  by  invitatidu 
— my  membership  being  in  the  Central 
Church.  Memphis,  in  quarantine.  ^ 

March  20th.  1881.  I united  in  the  consti-

Triumphant  March  of  Prohibition. 

••The  enactment  within  the  pasrt  few  hours 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  Alabama  of  a 
law  prohibiting  within  the  limits  of  that 
State  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  any  sort 
of  spirituous  or  fermented  liquors,  shows 
how  rapidly  is  growing  the  belief  in  the 
Southern  States  that  the  regulation  of 
habits,  manners  and  morals  should  he  vest- 
ed in  governmental  control. 

Alabama  has  only  followed  the  example 
of  Georgia,  which  has  recently  enacted  a 
strict  prohibition  low  for  that  entire  State. 
No  other  Southern  commonwealth  has  so 
far  gone  to  such  extremes,  but  under  the 
exercise  of  the  right  of  choice  or  local 
option  for  counties,  towns  and  cities  pro- 
hibition has  been  established  in  the  rural 
districts  of  most  of  the  Southern  States. 
The  Prohibitionists  of  Georgia  and  Alaba- 
ma were  not  content  to  permit  the  people 
of  localities  to  express  their  preferences  in 
the  matter  but  mustered  the  entire  power 
of  the  State  to  coerce  every  communnity  in 

There  is  no  question  that  manufacturers 
and  dealers  in  liquors  have,  by  their  dis- 
regard and  even  defiance  of  the  laws  in 
selling  liquors  to  minors,  in  outraging  the 
Sunlfcy  closing  laws,  a.nd  in  keeping  in 
mafay  instances  disorderly  houses  brought 
u]>on  themselves  great  and  deserve!  con- 
demnation, and  when  it  comes  to  open  war 
between  the  great  body  of  the  citizens  up- 
holding the  laws  on  one  side,  and  defiant 
lawbreakers  on  the  other,  the  people  in 
the  end  will  win. 

This  is  what  has  happened  in  the  two 
Southern  States  mentioned,  and  in  almost 
innumerable  communities  and  localities  in 
all  the  other  States,  including  Louisiana 
The  great  numbers  of  (he  negroes  in  the 
South  have  immensely  aggravated  the  evils 
of  selling  liquors  and  particularly  on  Sun- 
day. The  negro  still  retains  many  of  the 
characteristics  of  his  tropical  origin,  and 
one  of  these  is  that  he,  like  the  American 
Indian,  is  vastly  more  susceptible  to  beiug 
excited  by  drink  to  violence  and  crime  than 
are  the  white*.  The  atrocities  committed 
by  negroes  in  the  South  have  been  larcgly 
charged  to  liquor,  and  this  has  exercised 
a potential  influence  in  arousing  the  peo-  1 
pie  against  the  traffic,  and  unless  the  liquor 
men  who  still  enjoy  the  rights  and  privi-  1 
leges  shall  take  warning  and  beoome  obeyers  1 
instead  of  violators  of  the  law  they  will  be 
inexorably  swallowed  up  throughout  the 
South  by  the  prohibition  wave.  ‘

tive  usages,  and  is  opposed  to  rampant  rad-  l 
icalism  in  everything,  is  not  a partisan  f 
prohibition,  regarding  it  as  oppressive  r 
of  personal  rights  and  liberties,  but  it  is

Texas  Letter. 

Dear  Record : 

Just  this  morning  I received  the  last 
week’s  issue.  (21st  inst.),  and  as  I eagerly 
read  its  pages,  my  heart  turned  back  to 
dear  old  Mississippi.  I thought  of  the  dif- 
ferent departments  of  the  work  there^- 
work  that  lay  heavily  upon  my  heart,  while 
I was  in  the  State,  and  that  still  is  very 
near  to  my  heart.  How  could  it  be  other- 
wise. when  my  life  has  boen  spent  from 
infancy,  and  through  childhood,  on  Mis- 
sissippi soil. 

Yet.  I do  not  regret  having  come  to 
West  Texas.  I felt  that  the  Lord  was  lead- 
ing me;  and  wherever  He  leads  I want  to 
follow.  If  He  should  in  the  future,  direct 
my  footsteps  hack  to  Mississippi,  I shall 
Come  with  my  heart  set  upon  doing  the 
work  of  the  Lord  in  my  native  State. 

The  Lord  has  been  good  to  us  since  we 
came  out  here;  our  work  is  hopeful,  the  in- 
terest in  chureh  affairs  seems  to  be  increas- 
ing. Yesterday,  we  had  a good  day.  Con- 
gregations  very  good,  and  one  accession. 

I love  my  work  here,  because  it  is  the  Lord’s 
work.  This  is  a good  country,  hut  the  needs 
are' very  great.  Just  think  of  it  I Your 
ImnibLe  scribe  the  only  Baptist  pastor  in 
this  county!  Messengers  go  300  miles  to 
attend  the  meetings  of  the  Association.  Yet, 
when  we  consider  that  the  people  living  on 
the  ranches,  live  at  such  distances  from  each 
other,  we  can  account  for  such  a state  of 
affairs.  People  come  for  miles  around  to 
attend  church  here,  at  Stanton.  There  are 
five  Protestant  churches  here — -all  new;  and 
a Roman  Catholic  church  and  a Convent. 
Baptists  are  in  the  lead. 

It  is  my  purpose,  in  the  near  future,  to 
give  myself  up  more  and  more  to  evangel- 
istic work,  as  the  Lord  opens  up  such  work 
to  me.  I believe  that  the  Lord  has  laid  it 
upon  me  to  do  this  kind  of  work,  either  in 
connection  with,  or  apart  from,  the  pastor- 
ate. I have  been  made  to  feel  more  deep- 
ly the  world’s  need  for  the  past  year  than 
ever  before;  and  have  been  very  deeply 
impressed  that  I should  give  myself  more 
to  special  efforts  in  evangelistic  work.  The 
needs  of  lost  souls  present  themselves  to 
me  more  and  more.  I am  willing  to  sur- 
render the  pastorate,  if  the  Lord . wills  it, 
to  give  myself  entirely  to  this  work.  I 
pray  that  during  the  coming  year,  God  may 
give  us  a great  harvest  of  souls.  I feel 
that  He  is  ready  to  do  the  work,  if  we  are 
ready  to  be  used  by  Him.
